every Christian, especially in these last days. It 

is true that many people actually do not know 
how to pray, but have from childhood considered 
prayer as merely the giving to God a list of things 
desired. When people think that prayer consists of 
nothing sweeter and more precious than that of tell- 
ing God the things we need or want, they reduce 
prayer from what it actually is to the commonplace- 
ness of giving a grocery order on the telephone. It is 
little wonder that people find it so difficult to pray 
when their understanding of prayer is so incomplete. 

If your understanding of prayer is incomplete or a 
little childish, you are in no worse state than the dis- 
ciples once were. On one occasion they came to the 
Lord after He had been in a season of prayer and 
said, Lord, teach us to pray, as John also taught his 
disciples” (Luke 11:1). Jesus did not rebuke His dis- 
ciples for asking to be taught to pray, but He an- 
swered their request by giving them what is com- 
monly called the Lord’s Prayer. To desire to know how 
to pray is a perfectly natural thing for any Christian. 
More than any other one thing we need to know how 
to pray effectually and acceptably. 

God will hear any sincere petition of the soul, 
whether it is a short prayer or a lengthy one, and 
there are times when distress forces us to cry to God 
for immediate relief. We make a mistake, however, 
when we make praying of that type our principal 
prayer life. There must be earnest, unhurried prayer, 
when we have time to isolate ourselves from the cares 
of life and find a sweet communion with God the 
Father. It is in such times as these that your soul will 
receive its strength and growth. You cannot consider 
yourself a person of prayer when your prayer life is 
principally that of saying grace at meals, or uttering 
a brief prayer at your bedside, or simply asking God 
for the things you desire. Real prayer is deeper and 
sweeter and richer than any of this. 

The Lord responded to the disciples’ request by say- 
ing (Matthew 6:9), “After this manner therefore pray 
ye.” Christ did not necessarily mean that the disciples 
should memorize His words and quote them as a 
prayer, such as we do today. This is a very good prac- 
tice, but His real purpose was to give the disciples a 
model, or pattern of prayer. We shall call it a guide or 
blueprint of prayer. Architects draw blueprints to show 


SJ PROBLEM OF PRAYER enters the life of 


how buildings should be built. Christ gave the Lord’s 
Prayer to show us how we should pray, but it is no 
more the prayer itself than the blueprint is the house 
itself. Real prayer is not the quoting of the words Je- 
sus said, but it is following that prayer as an outline. 
Christ told His disciples that real prayer should be aft- 
er this manner: “After this manner therefore pray ye: 
Our Father which art in heaven, Hallowed be thy 
name. Thy kingdom come. Thy will be done in earth, 
as it is in heaven. Give us this day our daily bread. 
And forgive us our debts, as we forgive our debtors. 
And lead us not into temptation, but deliver us from 
evil: For thine is the kingdom, and the power, and the 
glory, for ever. Amen.” 

The words “Our Father” show us that-we must pray 
in love and in unity. The Lord will not hear us if we 
have enmity, hatred, or bitterness in our hearts, but 
we must come to Him, loving Him and loving our 
fellow man, which entitles us to say “Our Father.” 
It is impossible to really pray to God when we have 
not accepted Him as our Father (Romans 8:15, 16). 

The words “which art in heaven” mean that to have 
our prayer accepted we must believe that God is, and 
that He is a rewarder of those that diligently seek 
Him (Hebrews 11:6). These words, then, tell us the 
condition our souls must be in if our prayer is to be 
heard. To be able to say “our,” we must have fellow- 
ship with other Christians. To say “Father,” we must 
have made a complete surrender of ourselves to Him. 
To say “which art in heaven,” we must have all faith 
in the reality of and goodness of God. 

The next part of the blueprint of prayer shows us 
how real prayer is begun. “Hallowed be thy name” 
means that true prayer is begun by praising and 
adoring the Father. Many people fall on their knees 
and begin immediately to tell the Lord of the many 
things they desire, but Jesus taught us to begin our 
prayer by hallowing the name of the Lord. 

The next words, “Thy kingdom come. Thy will be 
done in earth, as it is in heaven,” speak of personal 
consecration to the Lord. When we finish adoring 
and praising the Lord, we are to consecrate our lives so 
that we may be ready for the kingdom, and that we 
may be yielded completely to His divine will. We must 
make God’s will our will. 

It is not until this point in the prayer that Jesus

Church of God members everywhere are 

urged to seek God for a revival of old- 

time Christianity. You are exhorted to 

promote an evangelistic outreach for men 

and women, boys and girls who do not 

know God, and to travail in prayer be- 

fore God for these unsaved until fire 

falls from heaven in saving power to 

rescue the lost and bring them into the 
Shepherd’s fold. 

We must have such a stirring in our 
church and nation today. Therefore, to 
your knees, Church of God, until we 
hear from heaven in a real and satisfy- 
ing manner. 

The text that I have chosen for this 
call to prayer gives the result of a church 
which was united in one accord with 
one purpose and which was determined 
that neither persecution, nor petting, nor 
fire, nor flattery, nor condemnations, nor 
complacency would move them from 
their position of prayer before the Lord. 
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When the church kept on her knees be- 
fore God, definite results were recorded 
and God was glorified. We nced this 
same position before the Lord today—a 
church on her knees. 

A PRAYING CHURCH AND A 
CHURCH THAT IS ON FIRE IS THE 
NEW TESTAMENT NORM. This 
should be the condition of our church 
today. We should be a praying church 
and filled and fired with the holy fire 
from the altar of the Lord. The flame of 
prayer should not be allowed to die down, 
nor the blaze to lose its burning heat. 
But the fire of the Lord on the altar of 
the church should ever spring higher and 
higher towards heaven, that old-time re- 
sults may be recorded today even as in 
the days of old. 

I mentioned that a praying church and 
a fired-up church was the normal condi- 
tion of the Church in New Testament 
times. I want to reinforce that statement 
by some Scriptures from God’s Holy 
Word. “And they continued stedfastly 
in the apostles’ doctrine and fellowship, 
and in breaking of bread, and in prayers” 
(Acts 2:42). The result of this church’s 
being on fire and continuing in prayer is 
that many wonders and signs were done 
by the apostles, and souls were added to 
the church daily. Again, “Now Peter and 








John went up together into the temple 
at the hour of prayer” (Acts 3:1). The 
normal condition of the church in New 
Testament times was that at regular, 
specified seasons of the day it was cus- 
tomary—not the exception, but custo- 
mary—to go to the temple to lay before 
the throne of God, beseeching His mercy 
that souls would continually be added to 
the church. Again, I quote the text which 
I used in the beginning, “And when they 
had prayed ...” It was a praying church 
in those early days, and God answered 
the prayers of those people. May I give 
you one more Scripture reference found 
in Acts 12:5. Here again was a praying 
church for a definite purpose and God 
answered prayer. “Prayer was made 
without ceasing of the church unto God.” 
This was the normal procedure of the 
New Testament Church. Please bear 
in mind that this was not only preachers 
who prayed, but members. Young folks 
and others who comprised the church 
made their prayers unto the Lord. 


SINCE THE MINISTRY IS A PART 
OF THE CHURCH, I WISH TO SIN- 
GLE US MINISTERS OUT FOR JUST 
A MOMENT AND SPEAK DIRECTLY 
TO OUR HEARTS ABOUT THIS BUSI- 
NESS OF PRAYING. Is this actually © 
our principal business today to give our- 
selves to prayer for the church? Are we 
actually following the pattern as was 
laid down by ministers in the early days 
of the New Testament Church, and even 
in the early days of the present day 
Church of God? Again, I go to the 
Scriptures. “But we will give ourselves 





























continually to prayer, and to the minis- 
try of the word” (Acts 6:4). These men 
were determined that nothing should 
hinder their prayer life and the min- 
istry of the Word before the Lord. 


This is still a young year, this 1960. 
Let us search our hearts earnestly and 
honestly before the Lord. Is our main 
purpose to give ourselves continually to 
prayer and to the ministry of the Word, 
or have we become too entangled with 
the affairs of this life, and have our 
thoughts been too engrossed with making 
a name for ourselves, or making a 
fortune for ourselves, or being sure that 
we have security in the future? Have our 
motives, even though we are in the minis- 
try, been altogether unselfish devotion 
towards God and to His Church, or have 
we used some of this time for the promo- 
tion of our own selfish interest and for 
the betterment of our own desires, rather 
than giving ourselves continually to 
prayer and to the ministry of the Word? 
Ministers, let us search our hearts and 
find our purpose deep down in our souls 
and recognize that our business is that of 
giving ourselves to the ministry, to 
prayer, and to the preaching of the Word. 


THE CHURCH MUST RETURN TO 
HER KNEES AND PRAY FOR GOD 
TO BURDEN US FOR THE SOULS OF 
MEN AND WOMEN WHO ARE LOST. 
I fear there has been too much of a 
tendency to shift the responsibility from 
the church to the minister. The members 
come to be sung to, preached to, prayed 
to and for, and generally take very little 
part in the service themselves. Our pro- 
blem today is that you as a member do 
not feel the responsibility and the burden 
for the lost of the world. We have be- 
come too busy with other things and 
with other places and in our own desires. 
In days gone by many of you who read 
this article would not risk missing a ser- 
vice for fear that the Holy Ghost might 
fall in a spectacular way and that you 
would miss out on something and even 
perhaps miss the very beginning of a 
mighty revival. Today, however, it is too 
easy to shift to someone else the respon- 
sibility of helping the church reach the 
place where the spectacular can be a 
normal thing in the church. WE HAVE 
LOST OUR BURDEN FOR SOULS, 
AND WE MUST PRAY FOR GOD TO 
BURDEN US FOR THE SOULS OF 
THE LOST. I cannot help but think 
of the words of Paul in Romans 9:1-3, 
“I say the truth in Christ, I lie not, my 


* conscience also bearing me witness in the 





Holy Ghost, That I have great heaviness 
and continual sorrow in my heart. For I 
could wish that myself were accursed 
from Christ for my brethren, my kinsmen 
according to the flesh.” And again in 
Romans 10:1, “Brethren, my _heart’s 
desire and prayer to God for Israel is, 
that they might be saved.” That God 
would burden us again for the salvation 
of the lost is the need of this hour in 
which we live. Therefore, the church on 
her knees must pray that God will give 
us this burden for the souls of men and 
women. 

The church on her knees must pray 
unceasingly for the salvation of souls. 
How else can they be brought to the 
Lord except God work through us? One 
prayer for the salvation of souls is not 
enough. It must be a continuous process, 
a day by day and a night by night be- 
seeching of the Lord for the salvation of 
souls. You, my readers, are the ones who 
comprise the church and you must be the 
ones who must assume this burden of 
praying unceasingly for the salvation of 
souls. The church on her knees must 
make this a part and the primary and 
prime part of her ministry. 

THE CHURCH IS POWERLESS 
WITHOUT PRAYER. Therefore, the 
church must be on her knees before the 
Lord. We cannot expect our church to be 
a power house for God unless the church 
is on her knees. We cannot expect souls 
to be saved and members to be added to 
the church unless the church is on her 
knees before the Lord. Our church is 
powerless to combat the onslaught of the 
enemy unless she stays on her knees be- 
fore the Lord. 

I have thought of the words of an old 
hymn written by George Atkins. “Breth- 
ren, we have met to worship and adore 
the Lord our God. Won’t you pray with 
all your power while we try to preach the 
Word. All is vain unless the Spirit of the 
Holy One comes down. Brethren, pray, 
and holy manna will be showered all 
around.” All is vain, the song says, unless 
we pray and unless the Holy Spirit of 
God comes down into our midst. We 
cannot be assured of the presence of the 
Holy Ghost in our midst unless the 
church stays on her knees before the 
Lord. Oh, that the church today would 
band herself together in one grand, 
world-wide prayer meeting, that God 
would send the Holy Ghost of God into 
our midst and give us what we need. 

We have depended so much on many 
things to aid us in this mechanical age 
in which we live. We like good songs 


and specials, good quartets, good musi- 
cians, eloquent speakers, pleasing person- 
alities. But all these things are vain un- 
less the church stays on her knees. We 
must have old-fashioned, prayer warriors 
before the Lord. The secret of Finney’s 
great revivals is that men prayed and 
women prayed in those days. Mr. Nash 
who often accompanied Finney on his 
revivals would lock himself in the room 
and refuse to come out. Food would be 
placed inside the door for him and for 
days he would pray for God to send a 
revival. No wonder revivals stirred the 
New England area when Finney was 
preaching. The Church of God today 
can experience such great awakenings, 
but we must pay for these awakenings. 
It will mean that the church must get 
on her knees before the Lord. 


HALF-HEARTED PRAYER WILL 
NOT DO. It might cost us nights of 
prayer, but our nights thus spent will be 
well spent, for God will send the answer. 
Jacob when he wrestled with the angel 
was not half-heartedly doing the job, but 
with all his strength he wrestled until 
he prevailed, and his prayer and his 
wrestling resulted in a new name being 
given him. A whole new vista and life 
opened before this man because of his 
agonizing before the Lord. David was not 
half-heartedly praying in the Fifty-first 
Psalm. He had sinned before the Lord 
and committed a horrible crime, but, oh, 
hear his travail as he agonizes before 
the Lord. Take a few moments and 
read the Fifty-first Psalm and note his 
soul travail before God. No half-hearted 
praying here. He was praying out of the 
depths of his soul. Christ was not half- 
heartedly praying in the Garden of Geth- 
semane when the weight of the whole 
world was upon His soul. But in agony 
He cried out to God until God heard 
and answered His prayer. Oh, Church 
of God, we cannot do with half-hearted 
praying today, but the church must get 
on her knees in whole-hearted devotion 
before God to bring the results needed 
in this day. 

In summarizing this call to prayer, let 
me go back to the text: “And when they 
had prayed ...” I want you to notice 
what happened when the church was on 
her knees there. These same results can 
follow today. First, the place was shaken 
where they were assembled together. 
That God would send us a mighty mov- 
ing and shaking today is a very desirable 
attitude. Second, they were all filled

Intercessory Prayer 


RAYER IS A first necessity 

of the Christian life. When 

we pray, we become con- 
scious of the reality of unseen 
things until they completely out- 
weigh in importance worldly de- 
sires. 

For whom should Christians pray 
most? One has said the average 
Christian prays most as follows: 
“O Lord, bless me, my wife, our 
son and his wife, us four.” But a 
careful study of Paul’s exhortation 
on intercessory prayer will show us 
that it is the duty of Christians to 
pray for others outside of our im- 
mediate family. “I exhort therefore 
that first of all, supplications, pray- 
ers, intercessions, and giving of 
thanks be made for all men.” Here 
are some examples. Abraham inter-

ceded with God for the people of 
Sodom and He said in answer to 
his prayer, “I will not destroy it for 
ten’s sake.” Moses, the great inter- 
cessor, prayed for the people. We 
have reason to believe that God 
would have destroyed the Israelites 
had not Moses prayed unto the Lord 
and said, “O Lord God, destroy not 
thy people and thine inheritance 
which thou hast redeemed through 
thy greatness.” 

Intercessory prayer is necessary 
in winning others to the holiness 
faith and Pentecostal experience. 
You cannot but manifest the Spirit 
of Christ toward those for whom 
you have fervently prayed. A habit 
of praying for others keeps our 
mind on a higher plane than does 
always thinking about our own self. 


Praying for others increases our 
compassion in our effort to bless 
suffering, dying people. Christians 
should have such compassion for 
the souls of men that we could 
look at their sins in the light of 
God’s pity and pray daily for their 
salvation. It is our duty to bathe 
our affection for our families in 
intercessory prayer. Then I think 
that we should pray for our asso- 
ciates and our friends in the same 
manner. We are to pray for all 
those who are in peril and distress, 
for the sick and shut-ins. Such 
praying keeps our own hearts aglow 
with the warmth of the presence of 
God. We should intercede for those 
who persecute us for our belief in 
the Scriptures. We should pray for 
those who have dedicated them- 
selves to the faith of the gospel and 
have given themselves to the task 
of preaching to people in other 
lands. We should earnestly pray 
for the confirmation of the gospel 
with signs and wonders, divers mir- 
acles, and gifts of the Holy Ghost. 
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“Go in peace: and the God of 
Israel grant thee thy petition that 
thou hast asked of him. 

“I prayed; and the Lord hath 
given me my petition which I 
asked of him,” 1 Samuel 1:17, 27. 


HE BIBLE records many 

} types of prayers: ‘“Jacob’s 
prayer for victory,” Genesis 

36:6; “Gideon’s prayer for guid- 
ance,” Judges 6:36; “Elijah’s prayer 
for vindication,” 1 Kings 18:21; 
“David’s prayer of confession,” 
Psalm 51; “Hezekiah’s prayer for 
national deliverance,” 2 Kings 19: 
15; “Nehemiah’s prayer for help,” 
Nehemiah 1; “Jeremiah’s prayer of 
inquiry,” Jeremiah 32. I desire to 
emphasize petitional prayer. A peti- 
tional prayer is one of asking, 
pleading, beseeching to someone, or 
to a Supreme Being who can an- 
swer. A beautiful example is found 
in Esther 7:2, “What is thy petition 
... and what is thy request?” The 
Bible teaches us to, “Call upon me”; 
“Before they call”; “They shall call 


on my name”; “Ask”; “Seek”; 

“Knock.” 

A HEARING OF OUR PETITION 
ASSURED 


Sincere petitioners to our heaven- 
ly Father will have the confidence 
that God hears and can trust Him 


for the answer. When we read how 
God “divided seas,” “rolled up flow- 
ing rivers,” “quenched flames of 
fire,” “muzzled lions,” “burst open 
iron gates,” and how that God, be- 
cause of a petitional prayer, 
brought one man from the bottom 
of the sea, and carried another in 
a chariot of fire to heaven, we 
hasten to agree with Psalm 20:5, 
“the Lord fulfil all thy petitions.” 


When you pray, does anything 
happen? “When they had prayed, 
the place was shaken,” Acts 4:31. 
Their prayers brought results. 
Thank God, our prayers today will 
still bring results, when prayed as 
instructed in 1 John 5:14, 15: “And 


this is the confidence that we have . 


in him, that, if we ask anything ac- 
cording to his will, he heareth us: 
And if we know that he hear us, 
whatsoever we ask, we know that 
we have the petitions that we de- 
sired of him.” 

Prayer is the Christian’s greatest 
weapon. The greatest agency avail- 
able to mankind today is prayer.

EVIVAL IS A much talked 

R about subject in our times. 

With a resurgent Catholi- 
cism and a militant Communism, 
almost everyone is talking a spirit- 
ual awakening in Christian circles. 
Politicians are using it for a punch 
line in their speeches, churches are 
conducting conferences, special 
campaigns are staged, but we see 
little sign of true revival. 

The word “revival” is one of the 
most misused and abused terms in 
evangelical circles. There are mul- 
tiplied advertisements on  Dill- 
boards, in newspapers, and ban- 
ners announcing revivals. When 
one attends these meetings, he dis- 
covers an ordinary service with lit- 
tle or no sign of revival. Regardless 
of how lifeless and dead some of 
our special meetings are, we per- 
sist in calling them revivals. We 
must re-evaluate the term. What 
is a revival? 

There is a difference in revival 
and an _ evangelistic campaign. 
What most of us have labeled re- 
vival has been a series of evangel- 
istic meetings. Evangelism is an ef- 
fort on the part of God’s people 
to reach the unsaved for Christ. 
Revival is God’s people getting 
thoroughly right with God. Those 
who are dead in trespasses and 
sins can never be revived for they 
have not known life. Only those 
who have known life can be re- 
vived. “For to this end Christ both 
died, and rose and REVIVED .. .” 
(Romans 14:9). The cold, indiffer-

ent, lukewarm church member who 
has lost the freshness of his expe- 
rience can be revived and through 
him the lost will be reached. Evan- 
gelism is the result of revival 
(Psalm 51:12, 13). Thus, revival be- 
gins with the Christian and ends 
with the salvation of the lost. 
Evangelistic meetings are meeting 
a certain need, but they are poorly 
attended by both Christians and 
sinners because there is the lack of 
revival among God’s people. Our 


prime need in the church is RE- 
VIVAL and all of the church pro- 
gram will be brought into proper 
focus. Once the people of God are 
revived, evangelism is inevitable. 
Here is the difference in revival 
and evangelism in a nutshell. In 
evangelistic campaigns, sinners are 
begged and persuaded to come for- 
ward; in revivals they cry out, 
“What must I do to be saved?” In 
evangelistic campaigns, the mes-

HEN ONE KNEELS before 

his Creator and God, he 

or she immediately real- 
izes his unworthiness, insufficiency 
and dependency upon the Supreme 
Being. This is the attitude that 
God desires for us to have. “They 
that seek the Lord shall not want 
any good thing” Psalm 34:10. “This 
poor man cried, and the Lord heard 
him, and saved him out of his 
troubles” Psalm 34:6. 

The question may be asked, “How 
may one seek?” One may seek by 
asking. Matthew 7:8, “For every 
one that asketh receiveth; and he 
that seeketh findeth; and to him 
that knocketh it shall be opened.” 
2 Chronicles 7:14, 15, “If my people, 
which are called by my name, 
shall humble themselves, and pray, 
and seek my face, and turn from 
their wicked ways; then will I hear 
from heaven, and will forgive their 
sin, and will heal their land. Now 
mine eyes shall be open, and mine 
ears attent unto the prayer that is 
made in this place.” 

Here are some examples for our 
encouragement. “Elias was a man 


subject to like passions as we are, 
and he prayed earnestly that it 
might not rain: and it rained not 
on the earth by the space of three 
years and six months, And he pray- 
ed again, and the heaven gave rain, 
and the earth brought forth her 
fruit” James 5:17, 18. When we 
realize that Elijah was a man 
subject to passions as we are, and 
yet he received such wonderful 
results through prayer, we should 
be encouraged. We read in Malachi 
3:6, “For I am the Lord, I change 
not.” Read also in Acts 10:34, 
“Then Peter opened his mouth, and 
said, Of a truth I perceive that 
God is no respecter of persons.” 
Then if He so wonderfully answered 
Elijah’s prayers and others, and He 
is no respecter of persons, He will 
also answer our petitions. 

Many times it becomes necessary 
to hold on in prayer. For example, 
Daniel prayed twenty-one days be- 
fore he got an answer. Then he 
was told by the angel that his 
petition was heard the first day 
he began to intercede with God.

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CHAMBERS 


L. C. Chambers was born March 
19, 1889, and died August 16, 1959, 
at the age of 70 years, 5 months. 


His mother died when he was 
eleven years of age and he made 
her a promise before her death 
that he would give his life to the 
Lord. He kept promise, as he 
was saved while young, received the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost in 
September, 1919, and became a 
member of the Church of God. 

He was a native of Cobb County, 
Georgia, having moved to Cleveland 
in 1920 when he enrolled in the 
Church of God Bible Training 
School, intending to travel with 
others in evangelistic work. He was 
licensed as a minister the same 
year and was later placed as busi- 
ness manager of e Orphanage. 
He served this capacity for 13 
years and then went to Appleton, 
Maine, where he served as busi- 
ness manager of a Bible school for 
two years. While there he evan- 
gelized and pastored. Returning 
home, he pastored some churches 
near Cleveland, then was called 
back to the Orphanage as farm and 
dairy manager. Through the long 
years of service, his health failed, 
and he had to retire.

sages are directed to sinners; in 
time of revival, they are directed 
to Christians. In evangelistic cam- 
paigns, there must be an evange- 
list, advertisement, proper organi- 
zation and facilities; revivals can 
not result without the aid of any of 
these. 

Comparatively few Christians 
know what revival really is. They 
have been inoculated with a mild. 
form of Christianity which makes 
them almost immune to a deep ex- 
perience with God. There are scores 
of evangelists who are good men 
and have had a measure of suc- 
cess, but they have never seen a 
revival. Revivals are the result of 
confession, prayer, weeping, and 
fasting before the Lord. This is the 























price that few men are willing to 
pay. 

Revival is not an abnormal state 
of the church, but merely a return 
to normal New Testament Chris- 
tianity. It is not a two-or-three- 
week effort on the part of the 
church, but should be the constant 
atmosphere of the church and the 
climate of God’s people. 

Revival is a work of the Holy 
Spirit through human channels. 
When revival comes, a set form 
goes and the Holy Ghost becomes 
the director. Because revival is the 
work of the Holy Spirit, it does not 
exempt us from the task of being 
yielded vessels. So many people in 
the rank and file of Pentecost are 
depending upon some colorful per- 
sonality to effect revival in our 
times, when actually it is the task 
of each individual. Today’s church 
is trying to save face by substitutes. 
They have substituted program for 
passion, form for fire, feasting for 
fasting, and plans for prayer. 
When our campaigns do not result 
in souls won to Christ, we excuse 
ourselves by saying we had a good 
saints’ meeting or that the saints 
were blessed. A good saints’ meet- 
ing will result in the salvation of 
the lost. 


REVIVAL IS THE only 
panacea for the world’s ills. It is 
the key to world evangelization. 
Last year the world’s population 
increased by 56 million while only 
4 million people are reached for 
Christ each year. Today there are 
400 million more people on the 
earth who have not been reached 
by the gospel than there were a 
generation ago. Times like these 
call for a dynamic outpouring and 
some great revivalists. 

One of the greatest Bible re- 
vivalists was Joel. Twenty-four 
generations before Pentecost, he 
gave a description of spiritual con- 
ditions that is applicable today. In 
fact, a modern revivalist could not 
better describe the church world as 
it is now. “The field is wasted, the 
land mourneth; for the corn is 
wasted: the new wine is dried up, 
the oil languisheth. The vine is 
dried up, and the fig tree languish- 
eth; the pomegranate tree, the 
palm tree also, and the apple tree, 
even all the trees of the field, are 


withered; because joy is withered 
away from the sons of men” (Joel 
1:10, 12). The field is the world 
(Matthew 13:38) but the harvest of 
the field is perished. The grain is 
over-ripe, rotting in the field and 
germinating in the shocks. Only a 
few to gather an abundant harvest, 
“for the harvest truly is plenteous, 
but the labourers are few.” The 
entire land mourns and groans 
under the pain and weight of sin. 
The corn or Word of God is wasted 
and goes unheeded. The new wine 
of Pentecost (Acts 2:13) is dried 
up and the oil of the Spirit lan- 
guisheth. This lack of the Spirit 
and absence of joy spells death. 
Revival is the only cure. Joel gives 
the prescription for the cure. 
“Sanctify ye a fast, call a solemn 
assembly, gather the elders and 
all the inhabitants of the land into 
the house of the Lord your God, 
and cry unto the Lord” (Joel 1:14). 


BIBLE VERSE 








“Therefore also now, saith the 
Lord, turn ye even to me with all 
your heart, and with fasting, and 
with weeping, and with mourning” 
(Joel 2:12). 

There have been revivals without 
advertisement, extensive organiza- 
tion, elaborate sermons, and even 
without preachers, but there has 
never been revival without weep- 
ing, fasting, and prayer. The ab- 
sence of these simple practices is 
the reason for today’s struggle. 
Preachers must lead the way in a 
genuine search for revival. Cry 
aloud, “Lord, revive me.” The con- 
tagion of revival will spread to the 
church who will cry, “Lord, revive 
us.” Then, “Together we will revive 


. Thy work.” 


If revival does not come, doom 





and tragedy are inevitable. The 
next generation will not know Pen- 
tecost as we know it today, for the 
majority of them will not have seen 
genuine revival. What will they 
have to offer a sick, lame world? 
The Pentecostal heritage will suf- 
fer reproach. The church will be 
reduced to a mere social institu- 
tion where recreation, worldly en- 
tertainment, and a social gospel 
will be the order of the day. 

“If the salt have lost his savour, 
wherewith shall it be salted? it is 
thenceforth good for nothing, but 
to be cast out, and be trodden un- 
der foot of men.” Unless revival 
comes, paganism and Communism 
will control the world. In forty-two 
years Communism has gained more 
converts that are living today than 
Christianity, which has been in 
existence for almost 2,000 years. 
There will be a total moral col- 
lapse if the tide of these times is 
not changed by revival. Revivals 
have been known to save nations 
from moral bankruptcy. If we do 
not have divine intervention, pur- 
ity, chastity, and, godliness will be 
almost extinct in another decade. 

Please, God, send a revival and 
save us from tragedy!

(Continued from page 3) 


told His disciples to mention their 
personal needs or desires. Do you 
see how wrong we have been when 
we have begun our prayers abrupt- 
ly by calling out to God the things 


we want? First, we must establish * 


communion with Him, and come in- 
to His presence as dear children. 
Then we are to pray, “Give us this 
day our daily bread.” Since God 
knows what things we have need 
of before we ask Him, we simply ask 
for the need of the day and leave 
the future in His care, No doubt, 
He meant for us to ask for the 
spiritual bread as well as the tem- 
poral (John 6:33, 48). I find that 
the more we earn for the 
spiritual bread the less we are 
anxious about the physical. 
We are then to pray, “Forgive us 
our debts, as we forgive our debt- 
ors.” We cannot ask or expect for- 
giveness from the Lord if we refuse 
to forgive those who have offended 
us. If we pray, holding grudges in 
our hearts, God cannot accept the 
prayer and cannot forgive us. 


“And lead us not into temptation, 
but deliver us from evil.” God does 
not tempt men to sin, but at times 
He permits our faith to be tried. The 
word “evil” means harm, hurt, or 
sorrow, as well as sin. Actually our 
prayer, then, should be that God 
keep us from sorrow, harm, and 
sin. 

The end of our prayer is much 
like its beginning—sincere praise 
to God. “For thine is the kingdom, 
and the power, and the glory, for 
ever. Amen.” 

True prayer begins with an out- 
pouring of praise and it ends with 
praise to God. By analyzing the 
model of prayer given to us by 
the Lord, we can see that often we 
have begun prayer in the middle 
and ended in the middle, True 
prayer is unhurried and sincere. 
True prayer is the humble commu- 
nion between God and man—much 
more than many have thought it 
to be. 

We are in great need today of 
people who really pray. You should 
make prayer the foundation of your 
Christian life. You can do this only 
by understanding completely what 


prayer really is, and then by de- 
voting yourself to it. We have the 


Lord’s plan of prayer—then we 
should pray.
